DEADLY FIGHT FOLLOWED 
COMPLAINT BY RELATIVES 


Hostility Between Officer and His 
Victim Had Existed Since Ar- 
rest Because of Keeping Saloon 
Open—Inquest Is Tuesday. 


The tragedy with which Christmas day 
was ushered in at Webster Groves is the 
absorbing topic in that fashionable suburb 
of St. Louis. 

It is probable that the inquest, to be 
held in St. Louis Tuesday, will be attended 
by the largest number of Webster Groves 
people which has heard testimony before a 
coroner since the inquiry following the 
murder of Bertram Atwater, a Chicago 
newspaper man, on his way to visit his 
flancee, ine years ago. 

The tragedy, in which C. C. Lee, a former 
saloonkeeper in Webster Groves, was killed 
by City Marshal Edward B. Nace, a former 
St. Louis policeman, was preceded, accord- 
ing to Nace and other witnesses, by a des- 
perate struggle, Lee firing at Nace three 
times while the officer was attempting to 
arrest him, and the officer firing the fatal 
shot when Lee was making an effort to 
fire again while on the ground with Lee 
over him. 

According to stories told in Webster 
Groves Monday, Lee has been a trouble- 
maker in Webster Groves for several years, 
and has held a grudge against Nace since 
Nace arrested him for violation of the Sun- 
day saloon law eight years ago. Since then 
Lee has been arrested numerous times. 

Last summer Lee's wife, a daughter of 
Christopher Schmidt, applied for a divorce 
from him. This divorce was granted, de- 
spite Lee's opposition and efforts to affect 
a reconciliation, at the September term of 
the Clayton Circuit court, and Mrs, Lee 
went to live with her parents in Findall 
place. Marshal Nace’s home is several 
blocks away. 


Wouldn’t Leave 
His Wife’s Home. 


At 1 o'clock Christmas morning Lee ap- 
peared at the Schmidt home and asked 
to see his wife. He carried a shot gun. 
Schmidt told him Mrs. Lee was visiting in 
St. Louls. He refused to believe it, and 


began to march around the house, raising 
a general disturbance, 

Gus Hansen, a neighbor visiting Schmidt. 
hurried to Nace’s home and aroused him. 
Nace dressed in his uniform, went to ar- 
rest Lee. 

Nace sent for Dr. Howard Carter, who 
lives nearby, and Dr, Carter advised that 
Lee be hurried to 8t. Louis for surgical 
treatment. A _ private ambulance started 
with him for the City Dispensary in a few 
minutes, but soon after it had crossed 
tne St. Louis city limits Lee died. The 
body was taken to the morgue. 

Nace was not arrested. He declares he 
did not shoot until it was absolute.y nec- 
essary te do so in order to save his own 
lee. 

Nace says he heard Lee fire two or three 
shois while going to tna sceene. He saw 
Lee as he was crossing a creek beside the 
street in front of Schmidt's house, and 
asked him what he wus doing. 

“I am guarding the house,’’ Lee cx: led, 
and fired. 

Nace sprang ut h'm ard clinched. Th» 
men wrestled and fell in tne mul of the 
street.

PRESBYTERIANS PLAN 
NATIONAL COUNCIL 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—Official announce- 
ment is expected this week of the details 
of the plan whereby it is hoped te bring | 
all the religious bodies of the United 
States having a Presbyterlan form of gov- 
ernment into one organization, which, 
while not providing organic union, shall 
afford a basis for co-operative work that 
has not before existed. The plan provides 
for the organization of a ‘‘federal council 
of the reformed churches in the United 
States of America holding the Fresbyte- 
rian system.’ 

The plan of federation, 
would bring into one arganization the 
two miilion or more members of the 
Presbyterian ard reformed churches, and 
will be made public this week in order that 
it may be thoroughly discussed, and may 
be acted upon in the synods and assem- 
blies of the various bodies next spring. The 
aim is to secure the approval of the vari- 
ous supreme judicatories to the general 
plan and to have the committees continued 
and Instructed to prepare a definite plan 
for adoption a year hence. 

It is provided in the plan that the 
churches joining the federation shall pre- 
serve the iIndividualities of their creeds, 
forms of government and worship and ev- 
ery right, power and jurisdiction not speci- 
fled conferred on the federal council. The

“The Virginian” is the most _ interest- 
compelling play seen in St. Louis this 
season.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 26.—As a result 
of the canvass of the vote of Minnesota, 
it was ascertained today that the. consti- 
tutional amendment abolishing the grand- 
jury system was carried by 121,000 major-' 
ity. By this .amendmeat the state leg- 
islature is directed to enact laws’ abolish- 
ing the grandjury. The question before 
the legislature is mandatory, and after the 
passage of the act it will not be possible to 


indict under suspicion unless contributory 
evidence is at hand to warrant the pros- 
ecuting attorney to take action. It has 
been held in this state, as well as in oth- 
ers, that the grandjury system has been 
a mere farce and that the evidence pre- 
sented to the grandjury has been the evi- 
dence of the prosecuting attorney and that 
the grandjury might as well have been 
abolished.

THE FOOD BASIS OF AMERICA. 


No Parallel—Rise of 


Writing of ‘“*‘The Economic Interpretation 
of History’’ in the bi-monthly Annals of 
the American Academy of Political and 
Social Science, Prof. Simon N. Patten of 
the University of Pennsylvania says this 
of an American future based on food sup- 
plies: 

“Not only has America a better food sup- 
ply than Burope, but the barriers to com- 
merce have been so far broken down as to 
make the food supply of the whole world 
available at our great centers. 

“A new civilization is now possible to 
which those of the past can offer few anal- 
ogies. Individual struggle has practically 
ceased. A sufficiency of food comes to the 
unskilled laborer, and the increase of pop- 
ulation even when augmented by a mil- 
lion immigrants a year does not increase 
the pressure. We have higher standards 
today with 80,000,000 people than we had 
two generations ago with 40,000,000 people, 
and we could support 300,000,000 with as 
great ease and with as little individual 
struggle. 

“The Great Central Plain of North 
America is a vast storehouse of food. We 
have the wheat that Europe has, but we 
have it more abundantly. We have more 
extensive grazing regions, and with corn 
for fodder have superior facilities for, rals- 
ing cattle. Pork never took its proper 
place in the diet of the world until the 
great cornfields of the West came into 
existence. 

“To think of the changes In diet that 
the cheapening of sugar has made is to 
realize in a measure what an increase of 
pepulation will follow the full utilization 
of available root crops. We have com- 
bined the resources on which the civiliza- 
tion of north Europe depends and those 
which made the ancient civilizations of 
the South. The emigrants from south 
Europe find here a possible diet like that 
of their home countries, and in its use they 
evoke qualities in our soi] that lay dor- 
mant as long as the northern races were 
fed from it.
